CARS THAN IN ’20 
DESPITE STRIKE? 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 2.—[Spe- 
clal.j—Reports just received from the 
railroads of the United States by the 
car service division of the American 
Railway association show that 335,575, 
or 14.8 per cent, of the freight cars.on 
line were in need of repairs on Aug. 15. 

This was an increase of 10,992 cars 
over the total number in bad order on 
July 1, when the shopmen’s strike 
began, but, compared with Aug. 1, was 
a decrease of 9,438 cars. 

The total number of bad order freight 
cars on Aug. 15 last was 46,865 less 
than the total in need of repairs on 
Aug. 16, 1921, and 5,427 less than on 
June 1, 1922. 

These tabulations are based on re- 
ports received from roads representing 
98.6 per cent of the total mileage of 
the class one railroads and-owning 99.3 
per cent of the cars on line.

poisoning of a mother, father, four of 
their children and two relatives in 
their home yesterday. At the county 
hospital it was announeed three of 
them were in a serious condition. 

They are: Gasper Newman, 59 years 
old, 928 West 14th street; his wife, Ida, 
40 years old; Aranka, 24. years old: 
esther, 22 years old; Sarah, 19 years 
old; Morris, 16 years old. Also Ethel 
Farkas, 19 years old, 552 West 43rd 
street, and Mathilda Rudolph, 936 
West 14th street. 

According to Esther, the only one of 
the family who was not confined to 
bed, the family had lunch at home 
shortly after 2 o’clock. A large kettle 
of chicken soup, prepared the preced- 
ing day, was one of the things served. 

“About an hour after the meal,”’ 
Miss Newman told the police, ‘“‘ mother 
began to feel severe pains in her stom- 
ach. In a few minutes the others be- 
gan to complain. I ran toa drug store 
and bought a quantity of medicine and 
gave it to them. 

“By that time they were all crying 
out in agony. And soon I began to get 
sick. I had not eaten as much of the 
soup as the others and therefore did 
not feel it as soon as they did., The 
next thing I knew the police arrived 
and took us to the hospital.” 

All the patients were immediately 
placed in bed and an antidote admin- 
istered. Mrs. Newman was in the most 
serious condition and was unconscious 
for more than an hour.

MR. DAUGHERTY’S 
INJUNCTION. 


The action of the aftorney general at Chicago 
came a8 a surprise, we think, to the public. The 
need for so drastic a move has not been apparent. 
it is true an interstate commer¢e commission re- 
port published statistics as to condition of rolling 
stock which indicated a highly whsaiisfactory sit- 
uation in view ef the country’s fall and winter re- 
quirements. But railroad officials were giving as- 
surance that rolling stock wag in reasonably fair 
condition, while the traveling and shipping public 
have not yet felt serious inconvenience except in 
some localities, notably southern California, where 
the strike seems to have punished the fruit growers 
heavily. ; 

But Mr. Daugherty has taken action—presumably 
with the assent of the President and after careful 
consideration. The President has shown modera- 


tion and conservatism up to this time, and it\ 


is fair to assume that the attorney general’s resort 
is deemed necessary in the genera! interest. 

The form and scope of the restraint sought is, 
however, quite another matter, and the issuance of 
the temporary order does not imply its approval by 
the court. When the motion to make the injunc- 
tion permanent has been determined, it can hardly 
be doubted that the first form will be substantially 
modified. The phraseology:offered in the attorney 
general’s draft is s@ general and inclusive as to 
involve very seriously, we think, the right of free 
speech. For example, prohibiting the issue “of 
any public statement” to members “to induce 
them to do or say anything to cause any railway 
employé to leave his work or to cause any person 
to abstain from entering employment of a railroad.” 
Under such a sweeping restraint a citizen might be 
held in contempt for almost any statement dealing 
with the facts or issues of the strike. Any state- 
ment from the strikers’ viewpoint might induce 
employés to leave work or otherg to abstain from 
seeking a striker’s job. Another paragraph re- 
strains all officers, etc., from “in any manner, by 
letters, circulars, telegrams, telephone messages, 
by word of mouth or interviews encouraging (sic) 
any person to leave the employ of a railroad or 
refrain from entering such employ,” and still an- 
other includes in the restraints on picketing the 
resort to “entreaties ’’! 

The use of injunctions in strikes in this country 
has been justified by our conditions. But the 
process, like any othér, is sus¢eptible of ablise 
and is abused if allowed to infringe the right of 
free speech by denying to men:in industrial con- 
troversy the opportunity to make their claims 
public and to persuade others to aid them within 
the law. 

We do not ignore the fact that improper methods 
are being used by or on behalf of the shepmen to 
win their strike. There is plenty of evidence that 
deliberate systematic violence is relied upon. This 


deserves the sternest treatment by the agencies of | 


law throughout the country, but it cannot justify 
encroachments on constitutional guaranties. 

* This is a time for self-control and common sense. 
Mr. Gompers, we think, is unduly alarmed. Threats 
and recriminations will get us nowhere. 


THE RED PERIL IN EUROPE. 


The soviet minister of war, Leon Trotzky, has 
told a gathering of newspaper correspondents that 
the Russian army has been reduced from 56,600,000 
to 800,000. In the same breath, so to speak, he re- 
marked that “if the occasion came for a revolu- 
tion in Germany, Russia and Germany would form 
an unconquerable bloc economically and agricul- 
turally.” He added that this statement would be 
misrepresented in America. 

We do not see how it can be? We ofiy have to 
turn to the soviet leaders’ repeated and quite coh- 
sistent assertions of purpose and policy to seize 
the possibilities of a Rgisso-German alliante made 
™. possible by a revolution in Germany. We agree 
with Trotzky that it would be virtually unconquer- 
able economically and, we would add, in arms. 
Perhaps the soviet minister of war would classify 
this as misrepresentation by implication and assert 
that a Russo-German bloc would not utilize its 
strength belligerently. It is true that from our 
bourgeois viewpoint it would seem a wiser policy 
for such an alliance to cultivate peace and bend 
all energies upon the explovitation of the enormous 
resources at ts command. Russian wealth would 
pour forth if German skill and experience could be 
utilized and the paralysis of Communist policy 
avoided, But if the ideas:of the Third Interna- 
tional gained mastery in Germany and a revolu- 
tionary government at Berlin joined Moscow 
brethren in a foreign policy, there is no reason 
to hope it would reverse the bolshevist purpose to 
revolutionize the world. 

And on that point Trotzky’s report on the pres- 
ent strength of the Red army is interesting. That 
strength in personnel is equal to the French. 
Doubtless the French army is more formidable, 
because it is better led and has better equipment. 
But with German military science and German 
industrial resources at its command, the Russian 
army with its almost unlimited reserves, joined

We would make no truce with commercialized 
vice because it is the greatest degradation of human 
beings and because it is a destroying corruption. 
When American saloons were provocatives of in- 
temperance and when American distilling and 
brewing industries were corruptors of government 
we were against the liquor traffic and are now. 
That does not commit us to the belief that a 
nation did wisely, in handling this evil, to clamp 
the Volstead act down upon its citizens. The line 
between community control and individual choice 
ought to have run somewhere between the two 
extremes. 

It is not necessary to jump from one evil to 
another, and indiscriminate statutory prohibition 
can easily be an evil to community morals and 
liberty. William Allen White, editor -of the 
Emporig Gazette, is a prohibitionist. Recently 
he dropped his connection with an Eastern maga- 
zine because the magazine was wet and playing 
the*wet game. He says Kansas has had prohibi- 
tion for forty-two years and will fight’ for it. 
Mr. White is now facing court proceedings because 
another Kansas prohibitory law says he could 
not express sympathy with strikers by putting 
a placard in a window. Mr. White regards that 
as an outrage against his personal liberty and 
his right of free speech. Governor Allen regards 
it as a perfectly valid community restraint put 
upon Mr. White's act§ as an individual. 

The very term “personal liberty” is being 
made a sneering and a byword by citizens and 
organizations opposing the effort to obtain a 
modification of the Volstead act. The sneer is 
carried in the announcements and advertisements 
as if all persons whe think the Volstead act is an 
unreasonable transgression are disreputable. 

A community can adjust its control of social 
evils to the standard of an intelligent citizenship. 
The twilight regions are Many and neither pain- 
ful\logicians nor extremists can be trusted in them. 
Both will say that if a person is to be trusted with 
selection and choice no laws at all are needed. 
It would be just as wise to say that conceding 
the necessity of some réstraint and regulation a 
law is needed for everything. Human intelligence 
makes the compromises without whipping logic to 
the wall. 

THE TRIBUNE is for regulated prize fighting, 
but it does not follow that unregulated prize 
fighting is desirable. In such states as New York, 
Wisconsin, etc.,:the law does not say that every- 


{body must go te a prize fight or that no one may 


see one. The choice ig left to the individual and 


the state sees that the conditions are orderly and | 


not prejudicial to public decency, That ig an 
intelligent compromise between disorder and 
prohibition. We believe that the same compromise 
can be made with regard to horse racing. \ 

We object to the Mann act when misapplied to 
persons not engaged in organized vice, because it 
is in its essence a prescription of unusual punish- 
ment which could net be encountered unless rail- 
road tickets for a trip aeross a state line were 
purchased. Some moralists cannot see that the 
first requirement of law is honesty and that public 
morality is not advanced by dishonest statutes. 

THE TRIBUNE thinks it is working for the main- 
tenance of civic, national, gecial, and individual 
morality in the interests of the American republic, 
and it does not think that these qualities in cit- 
izenship are ‘promoted if the state assumes that 
its entire citizenship is juvenile.

SHALL PROSPERITY BE 
BLOCKED? 


Government crop experts forecast one of the larg- 
est crops of staple food products in the history of 
the United States. The expectation is for 3,000,000,- 
000 bushels of corn and other crops in proportion. 
And at the same time the department of commerce 
informs us that Europe will need 582,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat this year more than will be produced 
there. 7 
Normally that situation would assure prosperity 
to the American farmer, and through him to Amer- 
ican industry. Europe needs our food products. 
We have or soon will have a great excess supply. 
The problem is to sell our excess to European con- 
sumers. That entails two obligations, the obliga- 
tion of Europe to pay and the obligation of America 
to deliver, 

We do not knpw to what extent Europe can pay. 
Certainly it can and will pay a great dq! rather 
than go hungry. If that is true it then becomes 
necessary for us to deliver. There comes a rub. 
Arthur Evans, writing on the car shortage due to 
the shopmen’s strike, says the éxpectation of a traf- 
fic jam this autumn when the crop movement nat- 
urally would be at its height is general. It is quite 
possible that it may prevent movement of large 
quantities of grain from American farms to sea- 
board, and so to Europe. If it does, and so pre- 
vents the farmers and urban population,.of this 
country from reaching a legical market and so 
from enjoying the fruits of the soil and of industry, 
the blame will be easily placed: It will mean an 
entirely artificial depression of what should be 
extraordinary prosperity. | 

It is a situation which cannot be overlooked by 
the great mgpss of producers and consumers in this 
country and which should not be overlooked by 
those responsible in any degree for the continua- 
tion of the labor troubles which threaten such calam 
ity. If depression develops in a period in which all 
{natural conditions promise prosperity, both sides 
‘to the controversy will be lumped together indis- 
|‘ criminately in the hatred developed among the suf- 
| ferers. Of one thing we may be sure. That will do

HEALTH SUPERVISION. 
OME supervision of the health of 
the children will,lessen the work 
of the teacher. It will save more 
trouble than it will cause. 

In Illinois the teacher has a card for 


each pupil, which card, when properly » 


filled in, shows whether the subject has 
had the measles, avhooping cough, scar- 
let fever, smallpox, mumps or chicken 
pox, and whether he has been success- 
fully vaccinated against smallpox and 
diphtheria. 

In case any form of contagion appears 
in the vicinity, the teacher turns to the 
cards and ascertains which of the 
children in her room is susceptible to 
that trouble. Since a second attack of 
most forms of contagion rarely occurs, 
she can concentrate on the susceptibles 
with reasonable safety, 

By inquiry of each susceptible each 
morning as to his own health and the 
health of his family and friends, the 
teacher wards off trouble. 

When morning inspection by a nurse 
or physician is not feasible, a simple, 
easily and quickly made examination by 
the teacher will catch contagion early. 


— 
The procedure is as follows: The 
teacher stands with her back to a win- 
dow where the light is good. The pupil 
approaches with his sleeves rolled up 
and his hands held up. The teacher 
quickly looks over the hands and arms 


, front and back, for scaling, itch and 


skin troubles. Next, he opens his mouth 
wide. Most forms of contagion show 
themselves first in the mouth. The 
teacher next looks at the nose and ears 
and skin of the face and neck. Inquiry 
is.made as to cojds, coughs, fever and 
other symptoms. If the child is found 
to have any trouble of which the teach- 


er is suspicious, a physician is called 


upon to decide. 

It is true some cases will escape this 
simple and inexpensive method, but it 
will reveal more than half of them, and 
it should lessen absenteeism due to con- 
tagion more than half and absenteeism 
due to sickness of all kinds materially. 
Health examination of school children’ 
nearly always starts with some effort 
to control contagion. A later step is 
physical examination. ‘Where a school 
cannot afford a’ physician and nurse, 
they can make a beginning, anyway. 

~~ 

In every room group there are one or 
more children whose scholarship. is poor 
because vision is poor, Bye charts are 
cheap and easily obtainable. They are 
easily used. Any teacher can make 
some sort of a test of any child suspect- 
ed of having poor vision, or of her en- 
tire group. The result of the test is 
not ideal, but it will reveal some of 
the cases needing further study. 

Likewise, simple tests of the hearing, 
made by teachers, are moderately sat- 
isfactory. 

Teachers are not without experience 
in weighing school children and making 
such simple measurements as height. 

Superficial examination of teeth, gen- 
eral appearance and posture can be 
made by the teacher, with some satis- 
faction, 

This service, of course, should be 
rendered by physician and nurse, when 
that is possible. , 

But why wait for the better, when the 
good is available?

HUMIDITY AND COLDS. 

J. S. EB. writes: Have been reading 
with interest your articles regarding 
humidity, and have been doing a little 
experimenting along this line. I have 
furnace heat. This furnace has at least 
a two foot space between the fire drum 
and the outside galvanized covering. 
There is a door in the covering so that 
a person can get in and crawl around. 
Heretofore a five gallon container, filled 
with water, was all the moisture we got. 
About the first of the year I put a filled 
twelve quart bucket on top of the fire 
drum. This is the same arrangement 
that we had in the olden days, when we 
filled a tea kettle and put it on the hard 
coal burner. During heavy firing the 
bucket has to be filled once every twelve 
hours. 

Now, I have no scientific instruments 
for measuring this humfdity, but we have 
a table which has an underleaf and 
every winter this leaf dries out, so that 
there is at least one-quarter of an inch 
of space between it and the top leaves. 
Now it fits up snugly as it ought. 

My two boys were always troubled 
with the itch, and we have used a 
quantity of grease on them. Now they 
have no trouble with this at all. We have 
always looked toward the winter as a 
season of coughs and colds, and: last 
winter the children started out as usual. 
After we tried this plan none of us 
had a sign of a cough or cold, although

Fight in Legislature. 

Senator Ettelsqn served due notice 
that the city hall Republicans, under 
Mayor Thompson's leadership, expect 
to go the limit in defeating all candi- 
dates for the legislature, Republican 
or Democratic, who are not openly 
and strongly committed to vote for 
the mayor's transportation district bill 
next winter at Springfield. All of those 
who were in the last legislature and 
who were “wrong” on the mayor’s 
program, Senator Ettelson said, are 
marked for defeat.

One Rift in Harmony.

Raw Vegetable More Crude. 

There is an enormous difference in 
the excellence of raw celery, and one 
who knows how to cook this vegetabie 
in a perfect way gradually loses a tRste 
for the cruder raw vegetable.

But poorly cooked celery is a little 
worse and more repulsive than insipid 


straw. 
Milk raised to a temperature of 
145 to 0 degrees, held at that for 


twenty minutes, and is pasteurized.

It is not 
boiled, because that changes the flavor. 
But it is: sometimes heated to 180 de- 
grees and then rapidly cooled. 

In the cold pack canning process the 
rapid change from heat to cold is 
known to destroy germ life.

here he is wrong. “Not wool felt, but 
felt made from the skins of certain 
animals, rabbits, hares, coney, etc., 
mostly imported from Australia, is 
used in the manufacture of hats. The 
hares have the longer fibered and finer 
furs, and ere used more for velour 
hats. Inferior hats are made of in- 
ferior fur, certain parts of the animal's 
pelt being of less value than others. 


The fur, after being taken from the 
skin, is put through a solution which 
brings out each hair separately, is 
blown into the air with blowing ma- 
chines, a certain amount, depending 
upon the desired weight of the hat, is 
measured out—an average hat having 
about three and one-quarter ounces of 
fur—and after a process of shrinking 
in hot water and rolling, it is dyed 
and shaped in triangular pieces resem- 
bling a clown’s hat. This hat in this 
primitive shape -is immersed in hot 
water, and while pliable is blocked into 
the final shape which will be seen on 
the streets, not allowing for the id- 
fosyncrasies of the future owners. 
Derbies are made of the same material, 
the stiffness being due to an addition 
of shellac.

I dislike being a pessimist on 
this subject, but the horrible exam- 
ples that I have met with have more 
than once depressed me, 

In social service I saw innumerable 
cases where men deserted wives and 
children or had more than the legal 
number of wives. These cases are par- 
ticularly unhappy when emphasized by 
poverty and ignorance. I have on 
many occasions been required to go 
to the domestic relations court in New 
York City, and, after spending a day 
there, I have left with the feeling that 
marriage is horrible, a total failure, 
and, worse still, the cause of untold 
misery. : 

I would like to refer to four cases I 
have had this last six months. The 
first case concerns that of a man who 
comes from an old New England fam- 
ily, is an ex-war Veteran, and has been 
married four years.. During that pe- 
riod he borrowed money from his wife’s 
relatives and never repaid it. He met 
an actress, became infatuated, and left 
his wife without any warning. I! 
brought an action for the wife, and she 
was granted a decree. This marriage 
has brought into the world a crippled 
child and has made the wife, and her 
family and his, miserable and unhappy. 

The second case is that of Italians, 
both young. She married when she 
was 16, and they have two charming 
children. Her husband was on numer- 
ous occasions unfaithful, and never 
supported her, I brought an action 
for divorce and a decree was granted, 

Case 3—Retained by a woman of cul- 
ture and refinement, wealthy, 2 sons; 
couple aged about 40; separated for five 
years. Marriage unhappy from the 
beginning, due to eccentricities and 


idiosyncracies.of both. They were mis- a 


erably mismated, and the husband had 


affatrs. 


Case 4—Couple aged 35, 2 children, 
ed about eight years; husband 
unfaithful, stingy, and brutal. Wife 
brought action, and a 4d was 
granted. Wife receives s sum of 
money as alimony, is compelled to 
work and make many sacrifices in or- 
der to support herself and her children 
to educate them. 

The lives of all those concerned and 
some of their relatives and their chil- 
dren have been made miserable and 
wrecked. The query might properly be 
asked what cure would be suggested. 
I realize that in dealing with human 
beings you have volatile elements to 
consider and that no human agent is 
perfect. My criticism is not so much 
againat the individual ag against the 
system which permits present day 
marriage. I would make marriage 
more difficult and divorce much more 
easy and simple. 

Marriage by many is considered a 
sacred institution. A study of its hia- 
tory will give shocks and surprises— 
it seems to have been a matter of 
growth through the ages undergoing 
many qhanges. Its origin may be 


ca-| traced to the system of property rights 


and chattels. Marriage has never been 
a permanent institution. It has always 
been in a state of flux. Even the Bible 
discloses that. 

It seems to the writer that Ameri- 
cans ought to, as in other fields, take 
the lead in reforming marriage. Wom- 
en are the worst sufferers from the 
present system and they should agitate 
for radical reforms. Intelligent and 
educated women should take the lead 
in having our legislatures pass new 
laws on this subject. While I consider 
the present system of professional 
matrimony a failure, Iam an optimist 
as to the future. I have great hopes 
in the new generationa who will not 
tolerate the unjust, unfair, and im 
mora] conditions that now exist.

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Music Patrons Outnumber Football 
Fans in a Ratio of Six to One 


By Edward Moore. 


[D you know that there are over 1,800 music clubs nm the United 
States that engage concert artists each year?” asked the musica! 
bureau agent. I did not, and said so. “There are,” he insisted, “ and 
most of them have sprung up within the laat fifteen years. Do you 
know how many people attend musical events in the course of the year, here 
in your own city, for instance?” 


I aid not know that, either, but his question 
aroused my curiosity, and I began to ask questions 
and make estimates. The results were surprising. 
Apparently music, heavenly maid, is no longer an 
outcast or beggarly wait, but is beginning to be 
able to wear fine raiment out of her own earnings. 

Be it aaid that the first time I struck exact fig- 
ures was at the Chicago theater, where Sunday 
noon orchestral concerts were given for twenty- 
nine weeks last season, and a complete record was 
kept. Mr. Finston and his orchestra in their twen- 
ty-nine programs played to 104,762 patrons, encour- 
agement enough for any music giver. 

The Chicago opera, without doubt the most 
sensational of the musical events, also had a large 
attendance. Omit, if you will, the extra Sunday 
afternoon and Friday night performances—I am 
trying to keep the figures eonservative, for they 
are large enough in any event—there were seventy 
performances on the regular list during the season 
at an average attendance not far from 38,300, or 
231,000 in all. There were also some forty concerts 
at the Auditorium, conservatory programs, commencements, and various not 
otherwise listed. For one reason or another they always draw audiences close 
to the capacity of the house. Say that they drew 3,500 each; 140,000 more is 
to be added. 

Even these do not come up to what is done by the Chicago Symphony 
orchestra. That busy organization played 116 concerts last season in Orches 
tra hall or elsewhere, and invariably drew fine houses. Keep on the safe side 
and say 2,500 each; give your total 290,000 additional credit. 


Wonder What a Music Critic Thinks About? 

There is Ravinia, with its six operas and four concerts per week for ten 
weeks and three days, a difficult matter to estimate, but perhaps 90,000 comes 
somewhere near the figure. Add also the 35,000 or so reached by the Chicago 
Civic orchestra; perhaps 26,000 more by the concerts at Cubs’ park this sum-

) mer, and the north shore music festival, which really belongs to Bvanston but 


may be included here, possibly 20,000 more. 

Then there are the individual recitals not otherwise classified, and these 
are the most difficult of all to estimate, since they run from the chamber music 
recital with its few score, or few—very few—hundred attendants to the 4,600 
or so that crowd the house, fill the orchestra pit, and overflow to the total 
capacity of the stage when McCormack or Galli-Curci or Kreisler comes to 
the Auditorium. Let us be conservative to the point of absurdity and gay that 
they averaged 800 each. The figure is undoubtedly larger, but this will do. 
At any rate, there were about 300 of them in the course of the season, so they 
can add their 90,000 to the total. 

Now let us add them up. From one source and another they come to 
1,024,962, the odd figures at the end coming, as I said, because the Chicago 
theater gave me an exact record. 

That means something in the budget of amusements, even mn a city the 
size of Chicago. It compares very favorably with baseball, which a friend in 
the sporting department of this paper tells me will run in the neighborhood 
of 1,200,000 this year. As for football, that entertainment is left simply no- 
where, Six games, each attended by 25,000 people, which will take place this 


| fall, total 160,000; and figures which, according to rumor, can be made to prove

It nearly 
lost—so rumor ran—his post fér the 
young Negro who wrote it during his 
years in the Franch colonial service in 
Africa. France is still seething in the 
mental caldron into which M. Maran 
cast it when he wrote his denouncia- 
tory preface. The latest bubble from 


that caldron is that a government in-: 


vestigation has been ordered of affairs 
in the French Congo. And here it is 
for us to get excited about! 


Tt is only fair to say that, being the 
work of a Negro, it may be taken as 
more truthful than it would be if it 
were, for instance, the work of a white 
man writing of the blacks in Africa. 
With that as a starting point, the book 
becomes—at least to us—an anomalous 
piece of work. It consists of two parts, 
a preface in which Mr. Maran reviles 
in bitterness the actions of the govern- 
ment officials, their subjection of the 
blacks, their drunkenness, their 
cruelty; a preface in which he pleads 
for the betterment of his race, for the 
chance for his people. He cries “ Civ- 
fligation, civilization, pride of the Euro- 
peans and charne! house of innocents. 
You have built your kingdom on 
corpses. Whatever you do, you move 
in lies. At sight of you gushing tears, 
shrieks of agony. You are might pre- 
vailing over right. You are not a 
torch, you are a conflagration. You 
devour whatever you touch Ses 

He calis upon the writers of the world 
to help bring justice into the solution 
of the Negro question in America, in 
Germany, in France, in the French 
Congo, wherever the question cries 
for solution. He denounces govern- 
ment officials without pity. He leaves 
one with a feeling that civilization is, 
in truth, a horrid brand. 


Then comes the story of Batouala, 
the chief of a tribe of African natives. 
It is a story told with artistic restraint, 
a story which is as objective in its 
methods as the uncompromising Rus- 
sian novelists ever wrote. It is so un- 
adorned that it sounds more like a 
note book of the customs of a primeval 
people than it does like a novel, except 
that M. Maran has a genius for putting 
atmosphere into a sentence, a genius 
for translating-for the reader the sim- 
ple emotions of his race. It is a series 
of etchings of the life of the old chief, 
his morning awakening, like a beast’s, 
the picture of his nine women, faithless 
to him, clawing one another with their 
tongues and their fingers, the hysterical 
orgy of the yearly initiation of the 
youths and the maidens into manhood 
and womanhood, their disgusting and 
feverish hatreds, the plots of Batouala 
and the lover of his favorite woman to 
kill one another by “making the 
panther,” the intervention of the 
panther himself, amd the final moment 
of baseness when Batouala, dying, 
leaps up and frightens the two lovers 
out into the night. 


There is not one moment of fineness 
or beauty in it. It is the utterness of 
sordidness. The anomaly of the book 
ig that the author pleads so paasionate- 
ly that we save his race from the 
ravages of civilization and yet in his 
picture of them, in.their primitive 
state, uninfluenced by Europeans, he 
has not once shown a trait or a hint of 
@ trait which could ever be worth 
saving. 

On the other hand, he gives no pic- 
ture of the misuses to which the whites 
put the cks. There is one para- 
graph’ in. Which he says, when the. 
blacks; had} appealed to the command- 
ant |; t the slowly gangrening 
Datounig gt the commandant was 
friend! charming. He replied in 
high humor that Batouala coul@ rot 
to death and all the M’bis along with 
him.” But that is the only place :in 
which the author makes his characters 
come in actual contact with the whites. 

The old man, Batouala, made brave 
by absinthe, at the great festival tells 
his people of the time before civiliza- 
tion came to wreck their lives, and as 
he is dying he turns over in his mind 
the thought that there are no whites 
and blacks—only men, brothers. That 
is the only time in the book that ahy 
of them do any thinking beyond the 
translation of the senses int@thoughts. 

M. Maran says that the Puropeans 
have ruined the natives. @ He writes a 
book to prove it. But the natives, in 
his book, are completely untouched 
by the damning influences of civiliza- 
tion. They are simply the lowest possi- 
ble form of human life. M. Maran has 
done something remarkable in leaving 
that impression of almost nauseating 
disgust in the mind of the reader. He 
has written a book which the

“The Mother of All 
Living,” the new one is called, and it 
tells the story of a girl, educated in 
England, returning to her native 
Africa, loving its beauty, loving life and 
loving love, of her marriage and of her 
problem when a great love came to her.

A'Tale of the Wild and Woolly. 

David Grew’s “Beyond Rope and 
Fence” is the story of a wild horse, a 
tale of adventure in the forests of 
northern Canada, where man is merely 
a threatening cloud and comes into the 
story only in momentary flashes of de- 
struction. Mr. Grew says, in his fore- 
word, that in Canada many of the 
ranchers turn their herds of horses out 
for the winter, and they rove the plains 
and the forests exactly like wild horses, 
that the rancher is rarely intimately 
acquainted with his horses, rarely 
knows how many he has, accepts them 
as wild creatures until they are sold 
into captivity. 

“Beyond Rope and Fence” has a 
most obvious desirability about it in 
that the horses don't talk to one an- 
other. If there’s anything that gives 
the lie to an animal story it is to have 
the animal converse after the manner 
of humans (the exception being, of 
course, the incomparable Jungle Books), 
Queen and Whiteblack and the old 
sorrel and Queen’s dying mother and 
her little Captured colt, though endowed 
by’ the author with emotions and sense 
and instinct, do all of their talking in 
whinnies and groans and nose snif- 
fings. Mr. Grew makes one feel that 
it’s a crime to put a harness on a 
horse, that there are whole barnfuls 
of potential Queens, the bolsheviks of 
horse society, when most of us, mere 
simple folk whose acquaintance with 
horses has been with such reactionaries 
as live in the circus or in riding acade- 
mies or in plows or gun carriages, 
never suspected horses of having souls 
eager for the stars of freedom.

Though possibly his illustra- 
tions for the noveis of Dickens are one 
of his greatest achievements, yet his 
imagination and skill in delineating 
joyous occurrences are not limited to 
Pickwick, and Oliver Twist. Simpler 
tales were equally skillfully pointed by 
him with a happy twist of his talented 
pencil. 
At the Art institute, in gallery 43, 
opening from the print room, are now 
on view a number of drawings by Eng- 
lish artists, a part of the Leonora Hall 
Gurley memorial collection, presented 
to the museum by William F. E. Gur- 
ley. One of these drawings is a sheet 
of paper upon which Cruikshank has 
written a tale of imps and little men, 
frightened horses, and magic woods. 
It is a delightful page of fantasy, none 
the less delightful because an absence 
of printed matter makes it possible 
f@r each spectator to match the pic- 
tures with text of his own devising. 
The three drawings by Wilkie in this 
exhibit possess the well known marks 
that always distinguish this artist’s 
work. They are distinctn f char- 
acter delineation, clear cutn of line, 
assured setting of persons, and an 
utter absence of any hurried or 
blurred detail. As scenes these sketches 
are delightful. As examples of Wilkie 
they are excellent. 
The cartoons by John Corey, depict- 
ing street life rich in the magnificence 
of costume of the Georges, are most 
amusing. A fount of information as to 
the manner and dress of the English 
at this period in history is afforded 
in his drawings. 
The delicate and lovely girl heads 
by Burton represent a different type 
of drawing, and again a difference is 
seen in the marines by Stanfield, ma- 
rines that stand well the test of time. 


Constable is represented by.a beau- 
tiful landscape and Rossetti by a state- 
ly angelic figure; Richmond by a tender 
portrait of a woman and William Blake 
by an astute devil diving into a well 
of torment where poor woe. writhe 
in torture. 

This group of English drawings 
will remain on view into the fall, when 
another set of the English group from 
the same collection will be hung. 

In October the print room is to offer 
a novelty to the etching enthusiasts. 
An exhibition of etchings by a Belgian, 
Jules de Bruycker, ig to be shown. In 
a way this is discovering him to Amert- 
ca, as he has never exhibited on this 
side of the Atlantic before. After 
the exhibit at the institute, his etch- 
ings are to be sent on circuit by the 
museum to various other museums 
throughout the country. 

There are in the collection about 
seventy etchings and three original 
drawings. They are larger than the 
usual etching, and the artist has 
worked with great feeling. When he 
touches upon the war, his bitterness 
and horror of the Germans drip from 
the points of his edged tools as sc 
much blood. He writes these scenes 
with the agony of his own soul. 

On the other hand, his street scenes 
are homely,.: beautiful, and filled with 
character sketches. His old apple wom- 
en, for example, are huge, full girthed, 
jolly creatures. He treats them more 
kindly than he does his separate, occa- 
sional studies of individuals where, as

METEORS IGNITE IN AIR. 
By S. F. Maxwell, 


ETEORS can be seen all night 
long at this time of year. Lie 
on your back, looking outward 
into the vaulted expanse of 

the heavens. There will not be a min- 
ute when some meteor, large or small, 
does not flash before you. 

Meteors are sometimes called falling 
stars. They shine like stars, but there 
is little of a stellar nature to them, 


Why Meteors Strike the Earth. 


and even leas of a fall. They are 
small rocks. Normally they fly through 
space like planets, and those we sce 
have been so unfortunate as to strike 
the earth. At one time the whole 
solar system was in the shape of dust 
and fragments. The sun and all the 
planets were disintegrated, and we 
were a nebula. 

Ages so vast that the human mind 
possesses no numbers to describe 
them haye passed since then, and now 
most of the dust has condensed into 
globes. The earth is one sphere, the 
moon another, Venus and Mars are) 
our nearest neighbor spheres. There 
are eight large planets, some twenty- | 
seven satellites, and several hundred | 
asteroida in the solar system. These | 
represent the solid spots. But in, 
between and all around are occasion- | 
al left over bits, each still flying in | 
its own orbit. They are meteors, and 
if any considerable number are 
grouped together they make a comet.

Every object that revolves about the 
sun has its own particular velocity. 
The earth travels 18.5 miles per second 
along its invisible track, Venus runs 
a little faster than we, at 21.9 niles | 
per second, while Mars goes only 15.0. 
These velocities are relatively slow, | 
and denote a mature, well balanced | 
type of orbit. Meteors’ orbits are 
neither mature nor well balanced. 
They are primitive and eccentric, so | 
that each little stone alternately rushes 
close in by the sun and then wheels 
far out, even billions of miles away. 


jthan we. Their rate of speed is about 
24 miles per second. Meteors pay no 
attention whatever to the position of 


the earth, and so it frequently hap-

pens that one crashes squarely into 
this globe. 
~~ 

An object rushing with a celestial 
velocity ignites the instant it enters 
our air. Meteors take fire when 80 
to 100 miles above the ground, and 
seldom come within five miles of the 
surface. The density of the air has 
nothing to do with the temperature 
of the flame; that value is determined 
solely by the rate of the meteor’s 
speed. 

This may sound Ifke a paradox to 
you at first. However, consider the 
meteor at rest, with the molecules of 
the earth’s air rushing up by ft. As 
each molecule strikes, it generates 
heat, but the temperature wil] be the 
same whether fifty or five thousand 
strike per second. To raise the tem- 
perature, it will be necessary to have 
them strike harder. 

~~ 

When an object is moving through 
the air at the rate of one mile per sec- 
ond the virtual temperature of i 
surroundings is red heat. A meteor 
going twenty miles per second, which 
ig moderate indeed for this class of 
objects, finds its temperature two hun- 
dred times as hot as red heat, or hot- 
ter than a blowpipe. 

The outside of a meteor ts usually 
fused and whisked off by the rush of 
air, so that the whole stone is soon 
consumed. Slow moving meteors burn 
with a red or yellow flame. The ones 
we meet in the morning sky, which 
are, those that hit the earth head on, 
have velocities up to 42 miles per 
second. They burn with blue flashes 
of intensely hot fire, and never come 
near the ground.
